What Washington 
Thinks 


OTH parties are going into the 
campaign loaded for bear— 
meaning the farm vote. They're set- 
ting up national committees for agri- 
culture, which neither did in 1948— 
to the Republicans’ sorrow 
The proposed GOP stand on farm 
price supports: Keep the present pro- 
gram for the time being, but get the 
bugs out. For the long pull, explore 
the possibilities of a self-financing 
program that is geared to free markets 
and growing national needs. The aim 
would be to cut out “regimentation” 
and yearly appropriations. 
Democratic farm leaders will stand 
on the party's 20-year record. They've 
made a package deal out of it. The 
slogan will be, in effect, “When better 
farm programs are voted, Democrats 
will vote them.” 


If It Gets Hot 


If the campaign gets hot on the 
farm front, both parties may be forced 
into taking some kind of stand on 
price supports for hogs, eggs, poultry, 
and dairy products. The Democrats 
have the “Brannan Plan,” but won't 
use it because the Brannan-Farm Bu- 
reau fight has made it damaged 
goods. The GOP is toying with price 


insurance but isn't ready to cham- 
pion it yet. 

Republicans likely will soft-pedal 
the issue of sliding scale price sup- 
ports. It backfired in 1948. 

Republicans will make much of the 
Senate investigation of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. The surest con- 
clusions of the probe: There's been 
carelessness rather than corruption. 
No top official has so far been found 
dishonest. But there has been inex- 
cusable laxity in letting contracts and 
amazing official indiscretion in a few 
instances. On the other hand, several 
Senate farm leaders acknowledge that 
the irregularities and losses to tax- 
payers have been light in view of the 
magnitude of CCC operations. 


How Much Influence? 


When the House ran roughshod 
over Farm Bureau and Grange leaders 
in voting $250 million for the PMA 
conservation payment program, it 
raised again the question of how much 
influence farm organization leaders 
have. Many observers on the Hill 
claim that all farm organizations have 
less influence in Congress than ten 
years and more ago. 

The House leadership has been at 
outs with Farm Bureau leaders most 
of the last four years. On the Senate 
side, however, the Bureau has con- 
siderable influence. 

The Grange does not press its de 
mands as does the Farm Bureau. [; 
usually states its case and lets nature 
take its course. Congressmen respect 
Grange views, but feel free to dis- 
regard them. 

The Farmers Union presses its 
points vigorously, but its main mem- 
bership is too confined to the Great 
Plains and its views are too left- 
wing to give it more than limited in- 
fluence. 


Looking Ahead 


(“orton exports the coming year 
probably won't be much more 
than two-thirds what they were for 
the year ending July 31. Chief reason 
for the fall-off is the world-wide textile 
industry slump. Some think the slump 
will run its course by the end of the 
year. 

Texas and Oklahoma farmers will 
have to seed wheat this fall with a 
big doubt about market demand for 
the 1953 crop. The world wheat 
agreement expires next July unless 
renewed. The London conference 
broke up recently without reaching 
an agreement. 

USDA reports hay crops and pas- 
tures in early May the best in thirty 
years. This indicates: 

Cattle prices will be helped this fall 
because of probable delayed market- 
ings of grass cattle; breeding herds 
will continue to build up, and total 
cattle numbers keep increasing. 





Calf slaughter is low. Only 25 per- 
cent of the 1951 calf crop was butch- 
ered, the lowest since USDA started 
keeping such records in 1924. The 
1952 calf crop is due to be the largest 
in history. 

This all means that the cattle in- 
dustry is still tooling up for big pro- 
duction. While that’s going on, beef 
and veal production are held down. 

Dairy production is lagging behind 
1951. Strong demand and higher 
prices are indicated the rest of this 
year. 

Poultry has been over-produced, but 
low prices are forcing farmers to cut 
down. The effect on egg prices prob- 
ably won't be felt until early 1953. 

Hog prices are going places this 
summer and fall. 

Wool prices should continue mov- 
ing up. Officials doubt that pro- 
ducers will have much need for the 
CCC loan program.

Geraldine Roe is bunching 


Around Bixby, Okla., raisers of 


ripe red radishes reap rich rewards 


PIE READ, a well-known hu- 
morist at the turn of this cen- 


tury, Once wrote a story about 
a man who hoped to make a fortune 
raising radishes. He raised them all 
right—bushels and bushels—but he 
could not sell them. There was no 
market and he had no way of preserv- 
ing them. So his dream of becoming 
a radish king ended in the dust of his 
own fields. 

But it’s a different story today with 
the truck farmers around Bixby, Okla- 
homa. For three years they have 
harvested radishes by the carload, and 
markets as far away as St. Louis, 
Chicago, and Minneapolis eagerly 
await their shipments. Both house- 
wives and restaurants demand the 
radishes and refrigerator cars make 
it possible for them to receive the 
vegetable as crisp and fresh as when 
gathered from the fields. 

The rich, sandy loam soil of the 
Arkansas River Valley is ideally suited 
to the growing of radishes. On an 
average, farmers in the Bixby area 
produce 126 bushels to the acre. 

Louis and Cecil Baker, brothers, 
and their partner, Garrett Ramsey, 
have planted 100 acres each year for 
the past two years. They start pianting 
in February and seed 15 acres every 
week or ten days until the first of 
May. Cold weather, which sometimes 
hangs on late in that area and in- 
jures or destroys other crops, is just

what the radishes need to 
make them crisp and firm. 

It takes about 20 pounds 
of radish seed to plant an 
acre and 400 pounds of 
8-8-8 to fertilize it. The 
seed are imported from 
Denmark. The _ Scarlet 
Globe variety is the favor- 
ite with growers. 

The seed are planted 
with a drill set at 7 inches, 
as for wheat. The radishes 
are not cultivated at all. 
They grow so fast that 
they are ready to harvest in three or 
four weeks from the time of seeding. 

There is no labor problem for 
harvesting the radish crop in_ the 
Bixby area. Everyone not otherwise 
employed pitches in and helps—and 
the wages are good. Anyone can 
average 15 bushels a day, and at the 
rate of 50 cents a bushel, a worker 
can make $7.50 for a day’s work. 
Small growers use their families in 
gathering, washing, and bunching the 
radishes. There is little grading to be 
done, because the radish roots usually 
develop uniformly. There are about 
100 bunches to the bushel. 


after 


HE Baker Brothers, the largest 

growers in the Bixby area, say that 
due to the heavy yield during the past 
two years, the price of radishes has 
been about $1.25 per bushel, not as 
good as formerly. But the large volume 
has offset the lower price. They do 
not sell on contract, but receive cash 
from the large wholesale produce 
houses when shipments are received. 
As the season advances and the North- 
ern markets are supplied by truck 
gardens in their own vicinity, the 
growers around Bixby start shipping 
to Southern wholesalers in areas where 
the radish season has passed. 

Each year for the past two years 
the Baker brothers and Ramsey have 
grossed close to $16,000 from. their 
radish crop. So what fifty years ago 
was only a funny story now is a 
reality and a dream come true. With 
modern methods of preservation and 
transportation, the lowly radish has 
become a small red globe of fortune, 
at least in the Bixby area.

support a family to be tax-free, the 
next unit taxed say 10 percent, the 
third 20 percent, and so on until all 
income from units after about nine or 
ten would be 100 percent federal 
property. On a tebacco farm the in- 


| come unit for a family might be as 


little as 4 or 5 acres and on a cattle 
farm it might be several hundred acres. 

Any type of tax that will drive capital 
back to the factory and away from the 
farm will be a good start. This will 


| end the loss of farm jobs to super- 


mechanized plantations, provided the 
tax is steep enough, and will provide 
jobs for more people.

center” as it is a producer of wheat champions 


HE little Oklahoma town of Okeene, 
with a population of 1,200, has de- 
veloped a dual personality. Primarily, it is known 
as the home of wheat champions, having had more 
state and national wheat winners than any other 
town in the state. But lately it has become one of 
the country’s most famous rattlesnake centers, 
claiming the world’s largest market for live rat- 
tlers as well as the largest organized hunt. 

The Okeene Junior Chamber of Commerce 
started the snake hunt about twelve years ago as 
a publicity stunt and as a service to local stock- 
men who were losing some of their fine beef 
cattle from snake bite. From the beginning, the 
hunts have been a huge success. Thousands of 
people turn out each spring for this thrilling and 
bizarre sport. 


HE Jaycees purchase all snakes caught, paying 

50 cents a pound, with added prizes for the 
largest snake, marked snakes, and other special 
reptiles. The snakes then are sold to laboratories, 
zoos, and circuses. 

In 1951 the snake hunt attracted 7,500 hunters 
from 23 states. They caught 1,500 snakes, the 
largest measuring 71% inches in length. It was 
brought in by H. H. Tomlinson and Russell 
Strayhorn, two ranchmen from Watonga, Okla- 
homa. But the real prize catch was a marked 
snake worth $300 caught by Royce Kirby of 
Fort Worth, Texas. 

Each person who participates is issued a cer- 
tificate of bravery, stating that the bearer has 
exhibited more courage than judgment It also 
releases the association from any liability in case 
of an accident. Persons who have survived an 
actual rattlesnake bite are issued certificates of 
membership in the Order of the White Fang. A 
recent recipient of this dubious honor was the 
director of the Chicago Zoo. He recovered from 
the bite after being hospitalized for three weeks 
and receiving blood transfusions, penicillin, and 
serum. 


fb rattlesnake hunt is masterfully organized. 
Although a great deal of fun is had in preparing 
for the hunt, the actual taking of the snakes is 
done under the most careful supervision. A 
trained snake hunter, thoroughly acquainted with 
the local terrain and experienced in giving first 
aid, has charge of each hunt. The hunters are 
divided into many small groups, each going in a 
different direction. 

During the twelve years of the hunts, only 
seven persons have been bitten. There have been 
no fatalities. Some of the accidents have occur-

red to zookeepers who gave 
demonstrations in handling live 
rattlers at the conclusion of 
the hunts 

The only tools used to take 
the snakes are snake sticks and 
a sack in which to carry them, 
One stick is made of bamboo 
or another lightweight wood main 
and equipped with a noose at 
one end, which can be tightened after it is slipped 
over a snake’s head. The other is a stick with a 
forked end, used to pin down the writhing rattler 
before the noose stick can be used. After the 
rattler is caught tightly in the noose, it is lifted 
with the long stick and placed inside a towsack. 
All snakes caught on hunts are brought in alive. 
It is considered bad sportmanship to bring in a 
dead snake. 

When the hunt is over the snakes are taken 
to a central point on the main street of Okeene. 
There they are counted, weighed, and paid for. 


A BANQUET is held the night after the hunt, 
‘ with rattlesnake steaks as a specialty. Rat- 
tlesnake meat sandwiches, said to be very de- 
licious, are served at local eating places. 

Crowning the rattlesnake queen is an impor- 
tant part of the celebration following each hunt. 
She is selected from a group of the prettiest girls 
in the area. Her crown is fashioned from rattle- 
snake skin and decorated with large rattlers. 

To carry out the carnival spirit of the occasion, 
there are side shows and other special attractions, 
such as Old Smoky, a giant rattler on display in 
a wire cage. 

Some of the excitement connected with the 
hunts is very real. Once when Joe Durham of 
Okeene and L. V. Irvin of Clinton were flying a 
six-foot rattler back to town, they discovered that 
the snake had freed itself and was crawling men- 
acingly about the plane. A sky battle followed 
and the plane went out of control. Near-tragedy 
followed before Irwin finally killed the snake and 
Durham landed the plane safely. On another 
occasion, a truck carrying a load of rattlers back 
from a hunt caught on fire, and the snakes and 
occupants of the truck scattered over the hillside. 

The Okeene Rattlesnake Hunters Association 
has been so successful that the idea has been en- 
larged, with organization of an international as- 
sociation.

lS an old story-—farm safety—but one that 
most of us have yet to learn. In 1950, for 
example, there were 1,300,000 injuries from 
farm accidents, and 15,500 deaths. Although 
farm work is not as hazardous as mining and 
construction work, it results in more deaths per 
thousand workers than all other major industries. 

How do so many people get hurt? A USDA 
survey in 1946 and 1948 showed the following 
causes: falls, 25 percent of all farm accidents; 
machinery, 13 percent, animals, 12 percent; motor 
vehicles, 9 percent; handling objects, 8 percent; 
hand tools, 8 percent, stepping on or striking 
objects, 8 percent; falling or flying objects, 5 
percent; burns or shock, 4 percent; other, 8 per- 
cent, 

In collecting material for this article, we 
called on Glenwood L. Creech of the University 
of Kentucky, who wrote the following letter. We 
were so impressed that we are printing it in full. 


Drar Mr. BALL: 

A tragic accident has been in the history of each of 
the farm families I visited while searching for this story. 
Although I have read the facts about farm accidents as 
presented by the National Safety Council, | had never 
realized the seriousness of local farm accidents until I 
started looking for this material. 

Broken homes, damaged and destroyed property, dis- 
figured and suffering people are in every Kentucky farm 
community. And it seems that most of this was caused 
by someone in a hurry. In nearly every case life and 
property has been gambled against time. 

| want to tell you about the people | met in just one 
day while working on the story. I was in Scott county 
to got the Faulconer story.

URING August of last year, the entire world 
was turned upside down for Charles Faulconer 
of Scott County, Kentucky. He was operating a 
combine for his brother. A section of the blade 
caught on a guard, and he took a hammer and punch 
to free it. The hammer glanced from the punch 
and knocked loose the eyebolt which supports the 
header of the combine. As the combine was in a 
“floating” position, the bolt had all the force of an 
expanded three-foot coil spring behind it. It hit him 
on the chin—and “a mule couldn't have kicked me 
any harder,” Faulconer recalls. For the following 
nine weeks he was at the point of death. Both his 
esophagus and windpipe were ruptured. 
Faulconer’s accident cost him over $5,000 in 
medical expenses. He was fortunate in that his 
brother carried an insurance policy which protected 
any employees on the farm.—Glenwood L. Creech.

N MARCH of this year, Dale Foreman, a thirteon- 
year-old Hughes County 4-H Club member, was 
burned to death while pinned underneath. this tractor 
on his father’s farm just south of Dustin, Oklahoma. 
Dale and his younger brother were riding on the 
tractor, driving «across a hay meadow to head some 


horses. Undoubtedly they were driving too fast to 
be safe. A wheel hit a hole and the tractor turned 
over, pinning Dale underneath. As the gasoline ran 
out, the tractor caught fire. Dale must have realized 
that he was going to burn to death—while pinned 
under the tractor, he kissed his younger brother 
goodbye, and then made him stand back clear of 
the flames. 

Several people who were passing by saw the 
tragedy and stopped in an attempt to lend aid, but 
they were unable to lift the tractor from the boy.—

N MARCH 5, 1947, a 35-year-old

McWhorter reports that the acci- 
dent has cost him more than $500 in 
doctor and hospital bills, and four 
months in bed during the busy har- 
vest season. His leg still is not com- 
pletely healed and he fears it may 
partially disable him for the rest of his 
life. 

“I have been handling guns since 
I was a small boy,” he says, “and was 
always careful. But this time I got 
careless for just a minute and that's 
all it took. 

“The snake got away,” he adds.

Parker was crippled permanently 
four years ago when, through his ad- 
mitted carelessness he was pinned un- 
der a tractor for two hours. He al- 
ready has spent $9,000 for hospital, 
doctor, and nurse bills and has had 
ten operations. He had multiple in- 
juries: his right leg was broken above 
the knee; his left, below the knee, and 
his left hip broken. 

Parker has liability insurance on 
his farm workers, but he had none on 
himself. 

The accident occurred after Park- 
er’s big tractor bogged in soft ground. 
He had two assistants put a railroad 
crosstie in front of the back wheels 
and then he gunned the motor. “Be- 
fore I knew it, the tractor had climbed 
upward and backward and crashed 
down on me.”—Red Kerce.

is good insurance against pasture failure

ADRID sweet clover, cut and 
M packed by the hundreds of tons 

in a trench silo, has increased 
milk production and reduced feed 
costs on the V. W. Boswell dairy farm 
near Fort Worth, Texas. The silo full 
of madrid also provides good insurance 
against possible pasture failures. The 
first trench silo was built on the Bos- 
well farm in 1949, but two additional 
ones now are being added. 

Mr. Boswell put Madrid sweet 
clover on his farm plan at the sug- 
gestion of the SCS men assigned to 
the Dalworth Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict with which he is a cooperator. 
As green grass started disappearing 
in his pastures, he began silage feeding. 
The cows liked the silage and milk 
production remained high. 

Silage-making operations usually 
start on the Boswell farm in early 
May, with weather conditions de- 
termining the exact date. The average 
yield of silage runs about five tons 
per acre, although in some fields it 
runs as high as seven and a half tons. 
Cutting operations continue as long 
as the clover remains tender. Care is 
taken to keep down wilt. Excessive 
wilting causes many of the good 
leaves to drop off, thus reducing the 
amount of silage. 

Seven hundred tons of silage was 
cut and windrowed on the Boswell 
farm in 1949, but too much wilt re- 
sulted from this method. Now the 
hip-high clover is cut, chopped, and 
loaded on a large dump truck all in 
one operation. The truck is backed 
into the trench and unloaded, then 
workers spread the silage evenly. After 
the silo is filled, a soil covering is 
packed over the top as a seal. 

In the beginning, Mr. Boswell 
sprayed 60 pounds of black molasses, 
plus water, over each ton of silage. 
After the molasses and water were 
sprayed on the silage in the trench, 
a tractor driven back and forth over 
the mass packed it down, layer by 
layer. 

Instead of molasses, Mr. Boswell 
now uses milo, which is ground and 
mixed with the clover in the field. 
“The molasses or ground milo raises 
the sugar content of the silage, giving 
it an appealing odor and mellow taste, 
like a plug of good tobacco,” ex-

plained George Watts, farm foreman. 
“The cows love it and will push other 
feed away to get to it.” Mr, Watts 
also says that cattle will not eat much 
silage in hot weather, and silage that is 
taken out of the silo during the hot 
season will spoil if not used im- 
mediately 

In order to cut labor costs, cows on 
the Boswell farm now are fed cafe- 
teria style. From old milk delivery 
trucks Mr. Boswell built long, four- 
wheel trailers with low, flat beds, 
Silage is loaded on the beds, the trail- 
ers hauled to the fields, and the cows 
help themselves to all they want from 
the trailers. 


ESTS show that clover silage con- 

tains twice as much protein as any 
other silage put up in this part of the 
country. The protein goes to milk 
production, and in order for the cows 
to hold flesh, they must have mixed 
ration. They also need carbohydrates 
Cows on the Boswell farm are fed a 
one -to-four ration with the 50 
pounds of silage fed daily, one pound 
of grain is added for each four pounds 
of milk, in a 14 percent protein ration 
In addition, enough hay is left out for aD 
each cow to get ten or 12 pounds 
daily, free choice. 

Mr. Boswell figures that it costs 
about $2 a ton to put up the silage. 
When he used molasses he added 70 
cents for the 60 pounds of molasses 
used per ton. He estimates the overall 
cost at not more than $4 a ton. 

Although the butterfat percentage 
for silage-fed cows is lower than for 
other feeds, this is offset by increased 
milk production.

Drying Rice by Airplane 


South Texas rice farmers are up in the air over much of their work 


By A. B. KENNERLY 


VISITOR in the rice section of 

South Texas once remarked, 

“You rice farmers are planting 
rice by airplane and controlling in- 
sects by airplane. I'm wondering why 
you don’t harvest the crop by air- 
plane?” 

We can tell the visitor that while 
we are not yet harvesting rice from 
the air, still another process usually 
accomplished on the ground is being 
done by air. 

When combines began to invade 
the rice fields, replacing the old rice 
binders, they created a drying problem. 


It was no longer possible to shock 
the bundles until the grain was dry. 
As a result, rice-drying plants sprang 
up to artificially dry the grain. Now, 
a new process is being developed 
whilch helps to reduce the drying time 
in the plant. 

It was 9 o'clock on a Tuesday morn- 
ing last summer when E. L. Nolte and 
Pat Myzell, rice farmers south of 
Anahuac, Texas, watched an airplane 
spraying operator fill the plane’s spray 
tank with sodium monochloroacetate 
solution and take off on an operation 
to spray 140 acres of rice. This 
chemical with the unpronounceable 
name was being used to partially dry 
the grain in the field. 
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By the following Saturday morning, 
tests showed that the moisture content 
of the rice had dropped from 23.5 
percent to 14 percent. It was ready 
for harvesting. 

When the rice was taken to the 
drying plant, one trip through the 
dryer at low heat was sufficient to 
dry it. This compared with the three 
trips usually required for the rice with 
a higher moisture content. 

The sodium compound was applied 
at the rate of 742 to 8 pounds per 
acre. This amount was added to eight 
gallons of water to make the proper 
solution for spraying. The two farmers 
figure that the drying operation cost 
them about $5 per acre. They are well- 
pleased with the results of this new 
method. 

A warning note has been sounded 
by County Agent J. R. Carroll, of 
Chambers County, who assisted in 
the experiments. “The chemical will 
not hasten the maturity of rice,” he 
explains. “It will only reduce the 
moisture content of the grain. But 
it will make earlier harvesting possible, 
if weather conditions tend to maintain 
a high moisture content of the ripe 
grain. It also will cut down on the 
drying time at the plant.” 

Carroll cites another instance where 
a rice farmer in Chambers County 
tried the chemical and got discourag- 
ing results. The chemical lowered 
the quality of the rice, because it was 
not ripe enough when the chemical was 
applied. Therefore, he recommends 
that the chemical not be used until 
the rice is thoroughly ripe. “Extreme 
care should be taken not to allow any 
drift of the chemical on other rice or 
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any other growing crops,” Mr. Carroll 
warns. 

“Showery weather will delay any rice 
harvesting, but rice sprayed with this 
chemical probably would be ready for 
harvesting sooner than untreated rice,” 
the county agent explains. “On the 
other hand, treated rice will fall to 
the ground more quickly in case of a 
hard wind and rain. This is due to 
the chemical action that dries the head 
and a portion of the stalk.” 

During the 1950 and 1951 
sons, limited experiments were made 
with the chemical on rice under the 
direction of Dr. Edgar Tullis, of 
the Rice Experiment Station at Beau- 
mont. As a result of these experiments, 
several rice farmers in the Anahuac 
area are planning to use the chemical 
this summer. 

“I think the chemical has its place 
in rice production, provided, of course, 
that farmers recognize both its use- 
fulness and its limitations,” declares 
Mr. Carroll.

downward for some months. At 

the time of this writing they are 
well down to parity. Some commodi- 
ties, of course, are above parity and 
some below. Livestock farmers saw 
hog prices drop well below parity in 
the winter and early spring. In the 
same period beef lost several dollars 
per hundredweight. In the late spring 
lambs went to market at a much lower 
figure than in 1951 and wool tumbled 
to half of the 1951 price. Citrus fruits 
have taken a beating on the market. 
And most apples harvested last year 
failed to make a profit for the grower. 
Other farm items have dropped to 
unprofitable figures. It is not neces- 
sarily a gloomy picture, but rather 
something that was expected. 

The day of easy farm profits has 
passed. The time has come for the 
practice of the greatest efficiency pos- 
sible. The machine must be used to 
do as much of the farm work as prac- 
tical. Buildings and methods must be 
overhauled to reduce “chore” time in 
attending to the dairy herd, looking 
after other livestock, and caring for 
the poultry. Fertilizer must be used 
more scientifically, the best kinds of 
plant varieties grown, and rations bal- 
anced not only with the starchy and 
the lean-meat type of nutrients but 
with vitamins and the antibiotics. 

Also, now that food is down to 
parity, farmers are anxious to see 
prices of the things which they buy 
come down and stabilize.

Big In speaking of big trees | 
Trees am not thinking of the great 
Sequoias of the northwest. 
They are the tree giants of this coun- 
try—and of the world, so far as | 
know. I am thinking of the giants 
that appeared in the humid forested 
areas in the eastern parts of the 
country. Back in the county where I 
was born there was a big oak, eight 
feet in diameter two feet from the 
ground.

ROBABLY the first educational 

tour ever organized to study farms 
from the air was made in Kaufman 
County, Texas, the early part of this 
year. Under the direction of the Ex- 
tension Service, the tour was organized 
so farmers and businessmen could see 
the soil-building program being carried 
out in the county, including 60,000 
acres of vetch; to study soil erosion; 
community improvement programs, 
and get a bird’s-cye view of the ex- 






panding dairy and broiler programs. 

The 96 people who made the tour 
traveled in groups of 24. The farmers 
were flown over their individual farms 
They were able to observe contours, 
building arrangements, erosion prob- 
lems, and the size and shape of their 
fields. Roy Hyer, who farms 300 acres 
in the county, said, “It was a wonder 
ful experience—now I really know 
what my farm looks like.” Seventy- 
eight-year-old H. D. Roberts, of Ter- 
rell, said it was a highlight in his life 
and that it made him really appreciate 
Kaufman County's claim as “vetch 
capital of the world.” Robert Dodd, 
a farmer of the Hiram community, 
said now he could see why water ran 
down a certain hill on his farm 

The businessmen who made the tour 
were equally as impressed. Willie Mor- 
ris, president of the Kaufman Chamber 
of Commerce, remarked, “I now have 
a clear picture of how much we really 
depend upon agriculture.” 

It was the first airplane trip for 
most of the farmers, but they liked 
it so well that plans already are under- 
way to make the air tour of Kaufman 
County farms an annual affair. 

Jack Kemp, public relations direc- 
tor for Pioneer Airlines, made the 
DC-3 luxury airliner available for the 
tour at cost, which was $2.50 per 
person. 

As the stewardess said goodbye to 
the passengers, Henry Creed remarked,

THIS is the time of the year 
when the cotton plant needs 
water the most—and also 





the period when dry, hot 
weather is most likely. 
Everyone knows what 


severe, extended drouth does 
to cotton. However, those short, dry 
periods that are common even in areas 
that we think of as having “ample 
moisture,” also can greatly reduce the 
yield. 

To solve moisture problems, more 
cotton is being produced each year 
through full irrigation or the use of 
supplemental irrigation water when 
needed. 

Census figures show that the total 
irrigated acreage in seven western cot- 
ton-growing states—from California to 
Arkansas and Louisiana—increased by 
about 442 million acres from 1940 to 
1950. Not all of this land raised cot- 
ton, but a large part of it did. 

Most of the increase in Texas, which 
showed the largest gain, was on the 
High Plains, where the bulk of the 
irrigation water is used to produce 
cotton. California and Arizona also 
showed large gains in both irrigation 
and cotton production. 

Reeves County, Texas, is a good ex- 
ample of a large cotton section de- 
veloping almost overnight through ir- 
rigation. Before 1948, the county's 
annual ginnings were not important 
enough to be reported. With the 
drilling of more irrigation wells each 
year, cotton production was 47,000 
bales in 1949; 33,450 in 1950; and 
69,000 bales in 1951. It is estimated 
that some 600 wells will irrigate about 
100,000 acres of cotton this year. 

Arkansas, South Carolina, and some 
other states are showing increases in 
the acreage of cotton that gets sup- 
plemental water during dry periods. 

Rainfall figures in South Carolina 
show that each year farmers can nor- 
mally expect to have approximately 
six dry periods that last two weeks 
or longer.

N OLD book of devotions by 

David Christie, The Service of 
Christ, calls attention to these three 
common temptations: 

The temptation to recline: What 
havoc laziness works in the church! 
The pastor is too lazy to prepare in- 
teresting and helpful sermons. The 
members are too lazy to look up new- 
comers and strangers, too lazy to call 
on other members for pledges, too 
lazy even to make the effort to get to 
church when the weather is bad. And 
so the church presents a very in- 
different sight. 

The temptation to shine: How often 
people come to me and say, “You must 
find something for Mr. X to do. If 
you don't give him a job he will lose 
all interest.” By a job is meant some- 
thing spectacular and dramatic. The 
implication is that a man must be in 
the limelight or he will quit. Many do 
quit for that very reason. They are 
not sufficiently mature to realize that 
the highest type of Christian service 
can be done quietly, by leading Chris- 
tian lives, attending regularly the serv- 
ices of the church, leading others to 
Christ, and giving their wholehearted 
support to those who do have the lead- 
ing parts. 


HEN the Confederate army in- 

vaded Pennsylvania in 1863 a 
citizen of Philadelphia wired General 
Halleck asking whether he could be of 
any service. Halleck wired back, “We 
have five times as many generals as 
we need, but we are greatly in need of 
privates. Anyone volunteering in that 
capacity will be most thankfully re- 
ceived,” 

The temptation to whine: Many peo- 
ple destroy their usefulness by con- 
stantly complaining about their hard 
lot. This was the trouble with the 
third servant in our Lord’s parable, 
the man who had received the one 
talent. He seemed to think that if 
he had received five talents he would 
have given a good account of himself. 
Thackeray's Becky Sharp thought that 
she could be a good woman on five 
thousand pounds a year! Many people 
so fool themselves. If only they had 
a million dollars how much good they 
would do! All this is a delusion and a 
snare. The question is, what are you 
doing with the gifts and resources that 
you do possess? Men and women with 
limited gifts have made great contri- 
butions to human happiness. Helen 
Keller was blind and deaf from in- 
fancy. Robert Louis Stevenson wrote 
his stories of heroism while suffering 
from tuberculosis.

Bankers Study 


Farm Credit Needs 


HE second annual East Texas 

Bankers Agricultural Conference, 
held at Tyler, had all the ingredients 
for a good meeting—an interesting 
program, strong presiding officers, and 
a large attendance of interested bank- 
ers. Following are some of the high- 
lights of the conference: 

Bankers, as recognized community 
leaders, should learn more about agri- 
culture—its problems, goals, and pro- 
grams. They should attend educational 
meetings, learn agricultural markets, 
and prepare for new kinds of credit. 

It is important to have a full-time 
agricultural man as a regular employe 
of the bank. He probably should be 
a graduate of an agricultural college. 
The average bank could start with 
an annual budget of $5,000 or $6,000 
and gradually increase that amount. 

The beef cattle industry is growing 
fast, and bankers are having to learn 
it from the ground up. Sound loans 
perhaps should be made on the basis 
of 50 percent of the appraised value 
of cattle, with short-time loans up 
to 75 percent. For sound and profit- 
able operation in East Texas, ranchers 
should have at least 100 head of cattle 
and 500 acres of land, if ranching is 
the only source of income. 

A profitable one-family dairy will 
require at least 24 good head of Hol- 
stein or Guernseys or about 30 Jerseys 
if a family makes a living and repays 
a dairy loan over a two- or three-year 
period. Dairymen should have acreage 
enough for an improved pasture and 
for most of their feed. 

Before making a loan on truck 
crops, bankers like to know about 
the farmer's experience, money made 
the previous year, and expected needs. 
They also must consider available 

‘labor, ability to market crops, and 
marketing facilities. Farmers should 
plant only truck crops which can be 
harvested with family labor. 

Expansion of the broiler business 
in East Texas this year should increase 
by 5 to 20 percent. Poultrymen can 
adjust faster to feed scarcities than 
any other meat producer. The pro- 
ducer should stay in the business the 
year round, not try to outguess the 
market.—H. L. Gantz.

Don’t Count the Small 
Dairyman Out

R. G. CONNELLY 


ARGER herds, 
(more equipment, 
greater capital invest- 
ment——that seems to 
be the trend in dairy- 
ing these days. Can 
the small dairyman 
survive it? 

Let's take a typical 
small farmer call 
him Roscoe Smith — 
and see what he can 
expect to make. 

With 50 acres of 
suitable land and 12 good dairy cows, 
Smith should be able to make a good 
living. But from the start, he must 
be concerned about a cropping system 
that will assure him plenty of home- 
grown feed every year. 

What kind of four- or five-year crop 
rotation might Smith use on his 50-acre 
dairy farm? A good one is: First year 
—corn; second year—barley or oats, 
or both; third, fourth, and fifth years— 
mixed hay consisting of alfalfa, clover, 
and grass. If his fields are properly 
divided, this rotation should provide 
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each year about 10 tons of corn, 20 
tons of small grain, 50 tons of silage, 
25 tons of good quality mixed hay, 
and about 18 acres of Ladino-orchard 
grass or Ladino-fescue pasture 

Of course, our dairyman couldn't 
expect these good yields without the 
proper use of lime and fertilizer. All 
soils should be limed as often as 
needed and the crops should be fer- 
tilized at planting time. Corn, small 
grains, and mixed hay crops need 
about 400 to 600 pounds of 4-16-& 
per acre. For Ladino-grass pasture,

800 to 1,000 pounds of 2-12-12 per 
acre at seeding time and 500 to 800 
pounds of 0-14-14 as top dressing is 
needed annually. It is much better to 
buy lime and fertilizer to grow feed 
than to buy supplements to make up 
for deficiencies. 

Balancing the Program 

The Smiths can balance their dairy 
herd with other livestock to make ef- 
ficient use of home-grown feeds. Hogs 
and poultry, along with good dairy 
cows, work into a diversification pro- 
gram very well. These are the three 
types of livestock which use feed and 
labor most efficiently. 

If Smith’s 12 cows each produce 
an average of 8,000 pounds of milk 
per year, they will provide a good 
market for 18 tons of-hay, 36 tons of 
silage, 10 to 12 tons of grain, and 
eight to nine months of pasture. 

The herd should produce as much 
as 275 pounds of milk daily, if the 
cows are fed, milked, and managed 
properly. If the milk is skimmed, the 
cream for one day would sell for about 
$7. At fluid milk prices, it would be 
worth about $16. That sounds like a 
big difference, but it is partly offset 
by the value of skim milk that can be 
used on the farm and the more ex- 
pensive facilities required when milk 
is marketed for fluid consumption. 


Money and Market 


Suppose Smith is like a lot of us 
and does not have the capital for start- 
ing a Grade A dairy or a good market 
for Grade A milk. Well, he can try 
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a more modest form of dairying, such 
as selling cream. A cow that produces 
8,000 pounds of milk annually should 
average about 320 pounds of butterfat 
that would sell for about $200. But 
don't forget the value of that skim 
milk. Skim milk from one cow, fed 
along with home-grown grains, will 
balance the ration requirements of one 
growing calf, one pig, and 30 hens. 

Although you may not have the 
capital necessary to start with the best 
cows, two or three generations of 
careful breeding and selection will de- 
velop small herds into high producing 
animals. Theoretically, a cow pro- 
ducing 300 pounds of butterfat is 
separated from a 400-pound producer 
by only three generations of selection 
and mating with the best production- 
bred bulls. With milk selling at $6 
per hundred, this represents a dif- 
ference of at least $150 per cow an- 
nually. And with a |2-cow herd, that 
means an increased income of $1,800 
annually. 


Selling the Surplus 


Small herds maintained by home- 
grown replacements usually are healthy. 
So, normally more heifers are pro- 
duced than may be needed to improve 
the herd. But these surplus heifers 
are in demand at high prices now and 
can be sold to add still more to the 
income. 

Although large dairy herds are be- 
coming more numerous, the day of 
the family herd is not passed. You, 
like our typical Roscoe Smith, might 
find it a means of steady income

How Are Your 
Eggs Grading? 


“7 are the eggs grading?” I 
asked a government grader in an 
Illinois produce plant. “Fine,” he re- 
plied. “People around here really take 
care of their eggs.” He finished add- 
ing a column of figures and did some 
quick calculating. “Look at this,” he 
said. “Eighty-seven percent of the 
eggs we graded today were top grade. 
That’s average. Some cases didn't 
run quite that good, of course, but 
others were better.” 

A couple of days later I was out 
in Iowa and asked the government 
grader in a plant out there the same 
question, “How are the eggs grading?” 

“Not good,” he replied. “People 
don't like it very much when they see 
the grade they get, but we're putting 
up government-graded eggs, and the 
quality just isn’t in these. Only 52 
percent top grades out of those we 
ran yesterday. That's not much more 
than 15 dozen to the case.” 

I told him about the place in Illi- 
nois where the farmers were averag- 
ing 26 dozen top grades to the case. 
“What makes the difference?” I asked. 

“Care makes the difference,” he re- 
plied sharply. 

One of the old-timers at the plant 
told me, “People around here used 
to bring us eggs that graded well. But 
that was back before the war. During 
the war there were a lot of egg-dry- 
ing plants around here. They take the 
moisture out of the eggs, anyway, so 
it didn't make much difference to them 
how fresh the eggs were—as long as 
they were edible. Folks just got out 
of the habit of taking care of eggs.” 

“These eggs that we get were fine, 
fresh eggs when they were laid,” one 
of the buyers chimed in. “But they 
just don't stay fresh when they're 
left on the back porch. And that’s 
where I find ‘em at a lot of places.” 

“There—or in the kitchen,” another 
buyer said. “They wouldn't keep their 
cream there. Not on your life! The 
cream’s got to be cooled right now— 
and kept cool. And they ought to 
handle their eggs the same way.” 

Anyone who wants to get the top 
price for his eggs will have to keep 
them fresh. There’s only one way to 
do that—get them out of the nest as 
soon as you can—cool them quickly 
—and keep them cool.—Frank Priebe.

They offer a good variety of shapes and sizes for 


congealed salads, desserts, and main-dish loaves 


OU don't need to buy special molds for 

main-dish loaves, for individual desserts, 

or other gelatine treats Everyday loaf 
pans or custard cups or mixing bowls can do the 
molding job. Your kitchen utensils offer much in 
the way of design variety. 

Suitable for molding family or party-large 
gelatines are metal or glass loaf pans. A square 
cake pan also will do excellent service with the 
serving portions then cut in squares rather than 
slices. Pie plates suggest wedge-shaped servings. 

A save-a-dish mold might be the very mixing 
bowl used during the recipe preparation. At 
serving time, cither unmold on a platter or spoon 
the dessert or salad onto individual dishes 

If you want a circular shape for your gelatine 
loaf, use a No. 2 can. . . the kind in which you 
usually buy vegetables. 

The loaf can be sliced into individual circles for 
four generous servings. When using a can as a 
mold, be sure the top has a smooth rim. 


J-ok individual service, use custard cups and 
tea cups. Or chill a dessert right in the sherbet 
glasses in which you plan to serve it. 

Plain paper drinking cups or paper cups with 
fluted edges do individual molding service. These 
go right to the table. If you use paper cups with 
fluted edges, put them in a muffin pan before 
filling them with the gelatine mixture so that they 
will hold their shape. In the same no-dishwashing 
class are orange shells. Orange bavarian cream, 
for instance, made with fresh orange juice and 
unflavored gelatine is even more inviting when 
the shell of half an orange holds the delectable 
dessert. After reaming oranges, cut out the divid- 
ing membrane and spoon the gelatine mixture 
into the shell. 


F YOU want to purchase metal molds for gel- 

atine specialties, a wide variety of individual 
and large-quantity ring and fluted molds are avail- 
able. Of the larger metal molds, the five-cup ring 
style is very popular. It adapts to a variety of 
uses—the gelatine can be chilled in two layers for 
flavor, color, or texture contrasts or the center of 
the ring can be filled with fruits or vegetables, 
cottage cheese, seafood, or meat mixtures. 

To unmold, dip the mold in warm or hot water 
to the depth of the gelatine. (Meial molds conduct 
heat faster, so they get the warm water dip.) Next, 
loosen around the edge with the tip of a paring 
knife. Then place serving dish on top of mold and 
turn upside down. Shake, holding serving dish 
tightly to the mold. Carefully lift off mold.

And then 
we should be sure that nothing pre- 
vents us from being at the polls to 
cast our ballot. 

We must learn to read and listen 
to the news with a view to separat- 
ing ideas of real importance from 
items which deal with interesting in- 
cidents but which are of minor value. 
These happenings sometimes are 
stressed more than the ones which 
really bear upon the welfare of our 
country. In a democracy, the responsi- 
bility for good government and na- 
tional leadership lies finally with the 
people. At this time, perhaps the 
most critical in the history of the 
world, we must give more thought 
than ever before to our choice of 
those in whose hands we place our 
national welfare and, indeed, the 
safety of civilization. Let us vote in- 
telligently and conscientiously.

side so that your fingertips come to 
your shoulders and your bent elbows 
come back to your ribs. Repeat from 
20 to 50 times daily. 

It's books again—this time to help 
firm the muscles of the neck, chest, 
and upper arms and at the same time 
help pull the shoulders straight and 
flat in back. Sit on a stool or chair, 
with a book in each hand and your 
feet twelve inches apart. Stretch 
your arms out shoulder level, with 
the books resting on your upturned 
palms, and begin inscribing tiny little 
circles with your arms going up .

Seasonal Culling Important 


In the young flock, cull thin birds 
and birds that have pale shank color 
or bodily deformities, such as crooked 
legs, breasts, or backs. Slow-feathering 
birds also should be culled. The first 
heavy culling may be done when pul- 
lets are moved to range shelters. 
Heavier culling may be done when 
they are moved to laying quarters. 

Cull all old hens in full molt this 
month, as they likely are poor layers. 
Also cull sick hens and those with 
yellow shanks, hard abdomens, small, 
shriveled combs. 

Continuous culling should improve 
the health and vitality of the flock 
and increase egg production. But if 
you conduct such a program, you 
should have enough birds that the 
flock will never be depleted to the 
point where the house and equipment 
are not used to capacity. It is a good 
rule to buy three straight-run chicks 
or the equivalent of one and a half 
pullet chicks for each mature bird you 
expect to house in the fall. 


Turkey Death Losses Lower 

As recently as ten years ago, one 
turkey out of three died before ma- 
turity. Five years later the national 
average had been reduced to 23 per- 
cent, and last year only 16 percent of 
all growing turkeys died. 

Turkey death losses have declined 
steadily because management is better 
and many diseases either are held in 
check or have been eliminated. Pul- 
lorum, hexamita, and coccidiosis have 
been the big killers of growing turkeys. 
Rapid progress is being made in check- 
ing all three. Through good testing 
programs which are carried out by 
breeders, it is possible to obtain Pul-

be little or no Pullorum 

Hexamita is a parasitic disease of 
the digestive tract, carried by 
birds. There is no cure. Keeping young 
poults away from mature stock is the 
most effective way of preventing hexa 
mita. It usually attacks poults between 
the ages of four to twelve weeks 
Death losses usually are high. 

Coccidiosis usually occurs between 
the fourth and eighth week. It is ad- 
visable to let poults have a mild attack 
and thus build immunity against later 
attacks. With good brooder house sani 
tation the infection should not be 
severe enough to kill the poults. 

There’s no effective vaccine for 
bronchitis. Heavy death losses occur 
when chicks get the disease and egg 
production drops if laying pullets get 
it. Many poultrymen inoculate their 
pullets with a mild strain of bronchitis 
virus. A few pullets inoculated and 
turned into the flock will expose all 
others and they soon will develop life- 
time immunity to the disease. 


Brooder House Litter 


Acceptable brooder house litter 
should be absorbent, reasonably priced, 
and free from disease germs. Good 
management possibly is more im- 
portant than the kind of litter used 
At least three inches of litter is neces- 
sary for dryness. Proper ventilation 
and plenty of room also are essential 
in keeping litter dry. You can prevent 
spots by placing waterers and feeders 
on raised wire platforms and stirring 
the litter several times a week.

CONSTITUTION BECOMING A 
BEST SELLER 


IF THERE are many more presidential 
seizures of industries the Constitution may top the 
ranks of the best sellers. The seizure of the steel 
mills by President Truman probably has done 
more to create interest in the Constitution than 
anything that has happened during the present 
century. Arguments on the subject of the con- 
stitutional powers of the President can be heard 
everywhere, Men and women who have not read 
any part of that document since their school days, 
and then not understandingly, are becoming pro- 
ficient in quoting the Constitution and placing 
their own interpretation on each clause. Whether 
right or wrong in his seizure, President Truman 
inadvertently rendered a service by calling the 
country’s attention to the fact that we do have a 
Constitution on which all laws and powers should 
be based. 

Of late years Congress, the Executive Depart- 
ment, and even our courts have given the Consti- 
tution the run-around whenever it suited their 
convenience. It is time we adhered more closely 
to its basic provisions. Every law passed by Con- 
gress should be so clearly stated that its import 
can be understood even by the justices of the 
Supreme Court. ' 

More crimes against the Constitution are due 
to a willful misinterpretation of Section 8, under 
the title “Powers of Congress,” than to any other 
clause. Section 8 is strictly a tax-raising clause, 
which among other things empowers Congress to 
raise taxes to provide for the general welfare of 
the people. Of recent years it has been called the 
“General Welfare Clause.” It does not in any 
sense authorize legislation limiting the freedoms 
of the people. It does not empower the Congress 
or the President to determine what is good for the 
people. But it has been used as a means of 
strengthening the central government and further 
limiting the powers of state and local govern- 
ments. The government should be brought back 
to the people, and the quickest way to reverse 
the present trend is for every citizen to familiarize 
himself with the Constitution. An enlightened 
citizenship cannot be misled. 


DEALERS RENDER COMPLETE SERVICE 


Nor many years ago dealers in farm’ 


equipment parked their merchandise in vacant 
lots or in front of the blacksmith shop or garage. 
Today most of them have attractive offices, 
glassed-in display rooms, storage warehouses, and 
complete parts departments. Farmers no longer 
have to wait for their dealers to send to the 
branch houses or factory for needed parts or for 
a new machine. Most dealers are fully equipped 
to make needed repairs, thus saving the farmer 


many hours of delay and oftentimes his crop. 

Manufacturers learned from experience that if 
a dealer was to render the right kind of service 
he should confine his efforts to one line. Dealers 
were advised to do this. The Justice Department 
took exception to this plan and instituted anti- 
trust suits against J. I. Case Company, John Deere 
Company, and International Harvester Company. 

J. I. Case Company was selected as a trial 
horse and suit was filed in federal court. After 
four years of delay the case came to trial. Judge 
Gunnar H. Nordbye, of the District Court in 
Minneapolis, ordered the action dismissed. The 
government indicated that there would be no 
appeal, and it is assumed that the cases against 
the other companies also would be removed from 
the court calendar. 

It is one of the duties of the Justice Department 
to protect consumers against monopolies. In this 
case, however, it-seems that zealous attorneys went 
far aficld in an effort to create a monopoly in the 
minds of the people where no monopoly existed. 
Competition among farm machinery manufac- 
turers is about as keen as can be found in any other 
industry—and that is always healthy. 


TIME FOR A SHOWDOWN 


NO one citizen in a hundred is familiar 
enough with the facts to pass unbiased judgment 
on the labor disputes which have disrupted the 
country in recent months. On one thing, how- 
ever, there is general agreement. The demand 
that labor and industry compose their differences 
and enter an era of peace is becoming insistent. 
It may result in legislation, both state and na- 
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tional, which will not be entirely agreeable to 
either party. 

There are many obstacles in the way of estab- 
lishing a lasting peace between capital and labor. 
One is the short-term contract which labor insists 
upon. Another is the fact that some labor leaders 
are under the impression that the rank and file 
will not think they (the leaders) are working unless 
they are making new demands or stirring up 
trouble. In some cases a union’s internal troubles 
lead to wildcat or jurisdictional strikes in which 
the employer suffers the consequences. Such 
strikes cause ill will among all concerned. 

The short-term contract keeps open the way for 
new demands on industry. Undoubtedly, some of 
these demands are justified, but when accom- 
panied by a threat to strike, they destroy the 
chances of settling differences at the conference 
table. Bargaining has become a farce, especially 
when one side has made up its mind not to yield 
at any point, and there is virtually no chance for 
a compromise. When a man holds a gun on you 
you either will give him what he asks for or you 
will fight. : 

The steel industry decided to fight and as a 
result President Truman took over the industry 
in the name of the government. When the gov- 
ernment steps in, freedom of enterprise flies out the 
window, and thus we take one more step towards 
socialism. True, the President said that he wanted 
both parties to settle their differences, but he knew 
full well that the steel industry either must yield 
or be operated On government terms. As long as 
the President assumes the power to seize busi- 
nesses on the plea of an emergency, real or 
fancied, the security of our nation’s industry is 
jeopardized. 





DR. GEORGE BENSON, president of Hard- 
ing College, Searcy, Arkansas, tells a true story 
iMustrative of the power of a single vote. 
According to Dr. Benson, on an election day 
in Indiana in 1844 a miller decided that he 
did not have time to vote. However, some 
friends persuaded him to go to the polls. He 
cast his vote for a man running for the legis- 
lature and that man won by one vote. Later, 
the legislature, or general assembly as it is 
called in the Hoosier State, was voting for a 
United States Senator. The man who won his 
seat in the general assembly by one vote cast 
the deciding vote which sent Edwin Allen Han- 
negan to the United States Senate. When the 
Senate was voting on the question of whether 
or not Texas should be admitted to the Union, 





The Importance of Your Vote 


Senator Hannegan was president pro tem and 
was presiding. The vote in the Senate was a 
tie, and Senator Hannegan was called upon to 
cast the deciding vote. He voted in favor of 
admitting Texas to the Union. Thus the miller’s 
vote which he almost failed to cast was re- 
sponsible for Texas becoming an important 
part of the United States. It can be truthfully 
said that this one vote changed the course of 
history. 

Whether your vote goes to a losing or a 
winning candidate, you have performed a 
service to your country. Every good citizen 
should participate in precinct, county, state, and 
national elections. The non-voter often is re- 
sponsible for the election of incompetent or 
corrupt officials.
